"Up to the present time experiments 
have been carried on to try out var- 
ious theories in actual practice, and 
the results have proved oE much value. 


Preservation treatment, is recogniz- 


ed as o paying proposition wherever 
construction timber is exposed to soil 
or atmospheric Influences causing de- 
cay. This statement is fully attesti-tl 


tby the rapid increase in the use of 
'treated timber in recent years. The 
increase has been most notable in tlie 
case of railway cross ties. All of the 
larger companies in the West now use 
treated ties to a greater or leas ex- 
tent, and many of them operate their 
own treating plants. 


U'is also notable that tlie use of 


treated *imbor is confined principally 
to corporations requiring very largo 
quantities ot construction material. 
This is largely accounted for by the 
fact tlttt tbe pressure system of im- 
pregnation iu common use requires ox- 
pensive retorts and machinery, and is 
not adapted to a plant of small capac- 
ity, thus making it impracticable for 
a concern using a small or moderate 
amount oE Umber to undertake treat- 
ing.

For sei'Oral years the Forest Service
